Prof. Joseph 
Jastrow Suggests 
Or- 


ganization of One to Prevent 


Cruelty to It.

Chicago, Nov. S.—Joseph Jastrow, 


of the University of Wisconsin speak- 
ing here today 
before the National 


Council of Teachers of English, re- 
ferred to the possibility of a society 
for the prevention of cruelty to the 
English language. 
Prof. Jastrow told the results of an 
inquiry as to what would be the out- 
come if fifty 
objectionable expres- 
sions caught in ordinary conversation 
were fined. Such amounts varying from 
one cent to one dollar seemed to fit 
punishment for each separate offense 
according to the pain indicted oil the 
hearer. The judges, 
sixty-eight 
in- 
number included twelve women. Half 
of the sixty-eight reside east ot the 
ALleghanies. Among the judges were 
college professors, leading editors and 
readers 
for 
prominent 
publishing 
houses. 
An average of nearly 
forty-three 
cents tor each offense was the out- 
come. 
Prof. Jastrow suggested that 
the revenues from enforcement of the 
fines against, violation of good Eng- 
lish would make a substantial fund 
to be distributed in prizes by a so- 
ciety for the prevention of cruelty to 
English speech. 
What 
prompted Prof. 
Jastrow's 
unique inquiry was a study of linguis- 
tic sensibility as a field for the de- 
termination of the variety of factors 
of judging process. 
F. N. Scott, of the University of 
Michigan, whose topic was "The Un- 
defined Gate" asked: 
"Of what use is it to drill pupils in 
grammar, to sweat over composition, 
to spend month after month in the 
reading and study of English master- 
pieces if steadily 
day by day some ! 
powerful distinguishing agency nulli-' 
lies all that we have accomplished?'' 
Not even the 
Bible, Prof. 
Scott • 
said, could now compete with the 
daily newspaper as the most powerful 
and most pervasive influence of our. 
day nation. 
Accordingly Prof. Scott '• 
urged that the 
language as well as 
> 
the spirit of the newspaper should be 
the equal 
of that required 
of any 
other 
daily visitor 
to the 
family 
circle. He said that slang colloquial- ] 
isms, indiscriminate use of words, vio- 
lations 
of grammar 
and style, and, 
split infinitive. 
the dangling parti-1 
ciples, the abuse of "transpire" "in-! 
augurate" and "enthuse" could all be 
corrected. 
He 
pleaded 
far 
more 
against any violation of ,the great 
principles of good writing, the prin- 
ciples of menity, truth, sincerity and 
self

junior and senior year.a definite time 
say a. week, be set apart for insruc-

There is an eter- 
nal, unchangeable 
and infinitely pow- 
erful, 
holy 
and 


loving God, and 
there is a mali- 
cious, wicked and 
powerful being in 
t h e u n i v e r s e 
whose name is in 
the text. 
Wheth- 


er it is a pleasant thought or not, the 
devil is the god of this age, and is 
given great power, and, apparently, 
anticipating his doom, he is intensely 
active. Being wicked, he would make 
•wickedness universal, and he uses all 
possible methods of corrupting men, 
created in the image and likeness of 
the God h* hates, and unfortunately 
-succeeds with a vast number of them. 


The Method of Deception. 


The devil now uses the method of 


deception rather than force, which in 
some ages of the world was used very 
generally. This deception may be of 
several kinds. 
The devil may asume 


an attitude of special sanctity, or good- 
ness; he may direct the thought of 
man to the acceptance of error; or he 
may delude man to the reception of 
something that is branded as truly 
religious. 
Taking up the first form 


of deception, the devil appears some- 
times as an angel of light. 
He ap- 


peared in a glittering and fascinating 


•. form to Eve in the Garden of Eden, 


an'd worked the ruin of the race mor- 
ally. 
Many believe that the Anti- 


christ, who wil! presume to take God's 
place, and thus claim supreme sanc- 
tity, will be the devil himself. As we 
observe the present havoc in religious 
thinking, and study its evolution, we 
flnd that many of those 
who 
were 


champions of doctrinal 
error 
have 


.posed as most serious seekers after 
truth, and have the reputation, oft- 
•times well established, of being men 
of sweet temper, most 
encouraging 


manners and 
captivating 
courtesy. 


This is not strange, for men of an 
opposite type, as champions, would 


• at once defeat the devil's purposes. 


The method of delusion by leading 


•men away from the truth has one of 
Its strongest features in the persua- 
Bion that men shourd do their own 
thinking on religious subjects. 
The 


specious plea is made that the Chris- 
tian religion is one of rationality and 
that therefore men must think out its 
great problems for themselves. They 
are urged to let nothing guide them 
In thinking, n6t the Bible, nor Chris- 
tian teachers, but that they should 
-start almost anywhere and work the 
problems out. The result is inevita- 
ble, for man's thoughts are not God's 
thoughts and God's thoughts only are 
correct in this sphere, man is ever 
learning but never able to come to a 
knowledge of the truth. 
Indeed, he 


ordinarily gets further 
and 
further 


from it. Fortunate is the man who 
sees that he must have some safe 
starting point for religious thought, 
and that he must hold himself loyally 
to the lines of its development. 


Satanic Delusions. 


We have the delusion of "universal 


salvation based on a false conception 
of the character of God, emphasis be- 
ing placed on the love of God, which 
is unscripturally defined, the justice 
and holiness of God being practically 
eliminated from thought. 
All those 


yielding to this delusion are not in 
the denomination known as Universal- i 
ists, whose courage in professing what 
they believe is in itself worthy of ' 
commendation. 


There is the delusion of religious 


formalism. Men and women are per- 
suaded to attach themselves to re- j 
ligious societies without any demand j 
being made on them to put into their 
lives the principles of Christian relig- 
ion, nor for the necessity of a new i 
birth and genuine repentance'' and | 
simple faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, j 
who is the only Mediator between God 
> 


and man. 
Those yielding to this de- 


lusion have a form of godliness but 
deny the power thereof. 


There is the delusion of false op- 


timism, which, while not strictly re- 
ligious, eventuates as religious delu- 
sions do. The principle that God is on ! 
his throne and all is right with the i 
world, has almost universal approval, 
being echoed from thousands of pul- 
pits. 


We are in a 
period ,of delusions 


along Biblical lines as in no previous 
age. A man or woman gets some root 
of religious thought, and pursuing it 1 
independently, discovering that in or- ! 
der to its wider acceptance it must ' 
have Biblical indorsement, flies to the 
Bible and selects from 
its contents 


that which ostensibly supports the 
theory proposed. 
Within 
the last 


twenty-five years there have been sev- 
eral such delusions, and hundreds of 
thousands of men and women have be- 
come their victims. These delusions 
are propagated at the expense of mil- 
lions of dollars.

An iceberg is a misplaced competi- 
tor of the ice trust. 
Icebergs grow 
in the polar regions where they are 
ot no use at all and drift down into 
the steamer lanes where thev are of 
still less use if possible. 
An" iceberg 


consists' of from nine to forty-seven 
billion tons of fresh ice. all of which 
goes to dilute the salt water of the 
ocean and keep it) co0l enough to use 
for bathing purposes at Atlantic City 
and elsewhere. Iri the meanwhile the 
babies of the poor, a 
few • hundred 


miles away, are idylng for want ol 
fresh milk. 
'• 


Icebergs are formed by glaciers, 


which slide gently down to the sea 
in the frigid 
regions, 
and in the 
spring break up at the lower end into 
vast mountains of:ice. Some of these 
chunks are half a1 mile long and sev- 
eral hundred feet high. 
They draw 


nine times as much in feet as their 
height, so that there is little chance 
that an iceberg will ever get into 
New York harbor and block naviga- 
tion. 


When the iceberg is spawned by 
the glacier it is seized by the rest- 
less ocean current and carried relent- 
lessly southward. 
This is exceeding- 
ly hard upon the berg. 
For all its 
vast size it is delicate of constitution 
and as the hot summer sun beats 
upon it, becomes exceedingly passe 
and dejected. 
Nothing 
looks more 


enduring and substantial than a vast 
iceberg. But the tourist who engaged 
passage on one of these leviathans in 
Baffin's Bay would 
discover to liis 
horror upon reaching the gulf stream 
that he was without visible means of 
support. 


All summer long the icebergs swarm 


clown the northern ocean, melting in- 
dustriously and cooling 
the atmos- 
phere for miles around in spots where 
it is cool enough already for all prac- 
tical purposes. 
Formerly these bergs 


were treated with frequent contempt 
by steamship crews, but, of late they 
have been given every consideration 
and are allowed to roam the ocean in 
peace. 
Until the 
governments em- 
ploy vessels, however, to round un 
the wandering bergs and hang red 
and green lights upon them, no one 
else will feel very 
comfortable in 
their vicinity. 


Science is gradually rolling up its 
shirtsleeves and attacking the great 
problems of the day, but it lias re- 
mained silent and indifferent regard- 
ing the iceberg. In the iceberg fleets 
of the spring, vast national resources 


are going to waste. Let us look for- 
ward eajjerly to the day when young 
and inexperienced 
icebergs will be 


harpooned by daring 
ice men and 


sawed into 100-pound blocks for the 
preservation 
of human comfort on 
.shore.
